Post Office Regulation, 

Assietant Postmaster Armstrong has brought 
to our motice a new regulation of the Depart- 
E. go in foree on Nov. lst, which every 
one, business men in par ieular, should be im- 
mediately advised of. By the present system, 
letters deposited, not beering the required 
stamp, are detained in the office where deposited 
while the Postmaster of tre same advises the 
party to (whem they are addressed, that such 
letter will be forwarded on receipt of the re- 
quired sta up. 

By the new rule, soon to be inaugurated, all 
such letters are to be forwarded fortawith to 
the dead letter offices at Washington, and im- 
mediately become dead letters.

Every person who velues promptrees in dis- 
patching their correspoodence, or even having 
it dispatched at all, in the right direction, will 
pay a very strict regard to the matter of stamps, 
and see them well secured to-their letters.

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Tatteoing. 

Tattooing is a peculiar mode of edoruing the 
bumen perro, much in vogue in fashionable 
circles under the tropics, which, prone as we 
are to import styles, will scarcely be introduced 
here, while our sterner climate forbids the sub- 
stitution of fine drawn lines of India ink, how- 
ever deftly pricked under the cuticle, for thick 
piled clothing, e pecially toward the fall of the 


year. 
Tattooing, as a style of dress, has divers ob- 
from climatic con- 


can imagine in the Ferjees that the artists in 
tattoo, periodically introduee their fresh fall 
and spring styles, which they pronounce very 
desirabie,and each more so than its predecessor, 
aud unmeasurably superior to that of the crtis: 
over the way, in adding to the grace of the per- 
soa. The difficulty is, the style once put om, 
eannot be put off. (Think of that, dear Mrs, 
Binks, you whose adored hat becomes a perfect 
fright in three months time.) 

Thus, when young Tongotato comes out in a 
full suit of tattoo, lined and interlined as by an 
engine lathe of a bank note engraver, his woo- 
ing with Miss Toogotea may apsed the merrier, 
acd he be qaite a back, but the lover’s suit bas 
this about it, that it will survive himeelf. At 
three score and ten, if meanwhile he escape 
being battle-azed to a barbecue by hu amiable 
E 

soored upon bis cheeks, will be all the 
more grim and uncomely for the tattoo he don- 
ped in his day of wooing. The lines in India. 
ink may have failen to him in pleasant places 
and amid pleasant love dreams of young Fer j e, 
but they are indelible long after the sound of 
his grinders is low,and he, for lack of teeth and 
digestion, plage s part at a missionary 
trie uses. 

Tasiooing is not much of an adornment in its 
best estate, so the navigators teil us, a testimo- 
py corroborated by the grim old viseges, that 
used to stare at ourselves out of Sunday School 
books, where they served the purpose (f the 
“ stub” in the game of “ pitch pennies,” a game 
in which we and our coppers freely met and 
freely 

Bad as it may be, it is a style of ornamenta- 
tio a everybody accords willingly to the Feejees, 
and fully in keeping with their social manners 
and customs, What better could you expect 
in a race of savages more willing to devour the 
gospel messenger than the messege he brings. 
So everybody is content to leave tattooing to 
the Feejecans, horrid barb: rians that they ere. 

But is all the tattooing left to them? Have 
we none of that style of thing here? Don’t go 
off in a tangent, and toll us in triumph that you 
do rex ember an Ancient Mariner, whose braw- 
uy forearm was the marvel of your young 
days, what time in grim gentle ess he allowed 
you to admire an exciting whaling scene, or a 
full outfit ot old junk in the shape of chains 
and anchor, or a very rotund belle with very 
large muscular developement of limb, etched 
indeliibly into his weather tanned cuticle. We 
ask you had be any of that style of art in his 
face? and your ne. ative dismisses the old man 
of the sea at once. In Feejee the face divine 
comes ia for the chef d'oeuvres of the art tattoo, 
aod «ssuredly we sre now after the highest 
styles of the art. The face is the best f tab- 
lets, and the Feejee operator knows it. 

We maintain it that tattooing is very much 
in vogue in cur commusities. Searcely a face 
among us but bears these tell tale lines, that 
we begin to score in youth and which never 
leave us, nor get erased even when Time lends 
us her new wrinkles. 

It is a startling fact that should be under- 
stood. The lack of appreciation thereof leads 
to inattention and neglect, and then the tattoo- 
ing goes on apace. There is old Threepercent, 
tattooed from chin to the line whence, long ago, 
the hair began to depart from its duty of thatch- 
ing his scheming brain. Avarice has been tat- 
tooing him these three score years. How 
thickly are drawn the Ines, the checks end 
counter checks, Hard old man that he is, the 
history of the process is . 
bis face. 

Taen ko, Old Bibalous heabeo nat it ihese five 
and forty years in another style of tattoo, and 
his branch of the art is one so perilous that it 
has very few old profes.ors. They generally 
die early, and prick the tatéco in very rapidly. 
We have in mind pleaty of younger art stu- 
dents, whose rule of life seems to be the worn 
old saw of the copy-books, “no day without « 
tine.” They give whole days and nights to it, 
aod pass hours in steaming bar rooms and hot 
haunts of vice, as if tatto ing wat their sole 
business. How fresh young manhood changes 
iu the process, Whi e the coantenarce is taking 
on those indelible lines that you may read 
across the stree’, deep, penetrating, evading all 
disguise, and growing plainer and plainer as 
the work advances. This branch of the tattoo 
trade absorbs a vast deal of capital and enter- 
prize, and keeps in operation large establish - 
ments especially devoted to marking patronr. 
Ia all the isles of the se nothing can be found 
to equal the promptness and despatch with 
which this etyle of thing is attended to, espec- 
ially in our large cities. 

Bui we must aot get ourselves at sea among 
the many styles of the art of tattoo ia vogue 
smorg us. The passions all do a liberal busi- 
ness a) it, each in their own way, and it is in- 


teresting though shocking to witness the pa- 


tience with which many give their faces up 
year after year, to these operators, while Pride, 
Hatred, Seifishness, Cruelty, Falsehood, Greed, 
Ignorance, and the rest, each work away in 
their own style. So general 1s the art, indeed, 
that cirotiy « face of either sex has seen twen 
ty summers without having thereon the work 
blocked out which after years shall fill up, writ- 
iog thus your history in your face, and thore 
heart com munings and little pet weaknesses of 
your nature, in such atell tale manner, that the 
wayfaring man, though « fool, and never baving 
had the advantage of your acquaintance. need 
not widely err, in telling you which of the cpe- 
rators has beea at work for you, 

Don't remain deluded in this business, and 
believe, longer, the tattoo exclusively a Fejee in- 
stitution. Think of it and make up your mind 
that the fashion is one whose styles are laid c ut 
before you, and we leave you with the advice 
borrowed from tho tailor and milliner, “ study 
a becoming style.” Gre a tithe of the time to 
the selection, you gave to the important ques 
tion ot your new fall aud winter attire, and get 
a good reason for consulting your mirror if you 
stady it, to see how comes on the tattoo you have 
chosen, Tattooed you must be—it is not op- 
tional. Ia Fejeqjit may be. 

New Street Mission Sabbath School. 

A Sabbath or two since we noticed the New 
Street Mission Sabbath School as they were 
returning from their semi-aanaal meeting at 
the lat Baptist Church, reaching from Dearborn 
to Clark street, numbering two hundred, teach- 
ers and scholars—each class having a beautiful 
banner with an appropriate name, and making 
a very fine appearance. 

Four years ego this School was organized in 
the suburbs of our city. The Annual Report of 
the School, made at its recent soniversary, 
shows that, commencing with 51 scholars and 
10 teachere, it has gathered in over 800 c- 
ren, and engaged te services of 600 teachers. 
Of these, 350 have been dismissed on account 
of changing residence and deuths, and 250 to 
form other schools. It has now over 200 schol- 
ars, with 26 teachers. 

Their former house has become too small, 
and a larger one is needed. By ths munifi- 
cence of one of our noble hearted christian la- 
dies, they have purchased a lot on the corner 
of Bridge and La Salle streets, and intend 
building a fice addition to their house. To raise 
the necessary means. the Kev. W. W. Everts,

hall, on Tuesday and Thursday evenings of this 
week. The subjects—“ True Manhood” and 
“True Womanhood”—are well calculated to 
cali forth those talents which have already ac- 
quired for the lecturer so enviable a reputation. 
Many of oar citizens will remember with 
pleasure the abe address before the Young 
Men's Christian Association on a fo mer ocea- 
sion.

Our Fire Department, 

Matters have come to be reduced to an excel- 
lent system and order under Chief Engineer 
H srria in our present Paid Beam Fire Depart- 
ment. The machioes aredept in fine order and 
tura out with most commendable prompiness 
et an alarm. Both horses and men seem hap- 
pily to ung erstand one another and themselves, 
and the signals from the Court House bell. On 
the second quick stroke the quacrapeds are on 
their feet in a state of grest excitement, Not 
utfrequently, when the alarm finds the horses 
standing, harnessed to the machines, the beasts 
start of their own accord, and on one oceasion 
the animal attached toa hose cart got half » 
block away before his driver mounted to his 
seat. Whether he would have counted the 
strokes and made for the right district is an 
open question, but certainly the intelligence 
inherent in these horses, and quickened by 
habit, me kes their manw@avres on the occasion 
of a fire alarm well worth watching. They run 
like toxes, ears pricked forward, every nerve 
and muscle doiag duty at top of pressure, and 
yet all iatelligently and under control. Thus 
much of the borses. 

The men bunk at the engine houses, and are 
speedy at turning out “when the bell rings.” 
Less than a minute suffices to set them all at 
their posts and the machines out on the street 
at a hand gallop. It ise striking spectacle to 
see these iron chariots of war moving on in a 
grand charge agunst an old enemy of man, no 
slight foe when he becomes a rebellious ser 
vant. How this fying artillery laughs to scorn 
the toiling pioneers of the olden echoo!, gallant 
as they were to man drag-ropes and bhaul huge 
machines miles away through mud or snow, 
aud then toil for bours at the brakes. How 
tardily horse power aad steam came in to re- 
lieve such expenditure and waste of human 
thews and sinews. Now, a firm hand upon the 
reins of the flyiag horses, a skillful handliag of 
fuel, and manipulation of “‘spanners” when 
the plug is taken, and then the light torch 
which opens the valves—that is all, steam does 
the rest, and the crowd are free to lock on, or 
a d, or steal, as they may prefer. 

Slowly the change was introduced, chiefly 
because firemen were voters, but now none 
think of questioning stem, and its right pre- 
eminent to combat fires; homcopathy in fact, 
similia simuibus ; set rogue to catch rogue 
light a fire to put out another. Every body is 
pleased now, and no more desire to retarn to 
the old hand machines than to go back to 
Frink & Walker's stages, and passages by 
sail craft. 

It lessens the danger cf fires both in an in- 
creased efficacy in their extinguishment, and 
in totally extinguishing tbat love of running 
to a fire” which ia unscrupsious bosoms used 
g>metimes to burst into a flame and kindle in- 
cendiary torches thereby. The attendants of 
the steamers are paid, and Steam himself can 
be trusted with any amount of esprit du corps, 
setting aside his infrequent tendency for 8 
% bust.” 

The introduction machines in Chi- 
cago, has proved a success, satisfactory to 
every body. Property owners rejoice in an in- 
creased security. Underwriters are made hap- 
py oy greatly lessened risks and largely dimin- 
ished losses. The lists f fires compared year 
by year will show both these facts. 

But one thing is yet lacking, which should be 
supplied. This splendid force is without « 
means of guidance as to intelligent movement. 
One system of fire signals fits upon our vast ex- 
tent of city like a schoolboy’s jaeket on 4 full- 
grown man. The signal for any district iss 
poor hint as to direction, a d the steamers can 
only strike out at a venture, hopicg to fall into 
the direct current of those better informed. A 
fire in the suburbs they neednot attend at all, for 
they would find no water. There are, worst 
of all, many false alarms leading them many a 
long and fruitless chase, expensive, too, since 
fi ty dollars is a low estimate for the cost to the 
city of a ran of our steam machices, unattend- 
ed by acy accident. 

We need the Fire Alarm TAegraph to giv at 
every engine house the exact location of the 
fire, and this which has been fuliy tested in oth- 
er cities must be adopted here. It will put an 
end to false alarms, enable the Department to 
discriminate in their attendance upon actua!
